EXTRACT FROM REGULATIONS 
RESPECTING DAIRY FARMS ETC 
Undar The Provincial Public 
Health Act. 

126. No producer of milk, aud no 
person owning or operating a dairy 
farm or owning or possessing one 
or more milch cows shall aeU, or 
offor for sale or supply any milk 
In riuld form without first obtaining 
a cerllflcato of rcgstrallon from tho 
Local Board of Health of tho Health 
District In which the said milk Is to 
to be sold offered for salo or rupp- 
Ucd. Said certificate shall doflne (hu 
premises with respect to which It 
Is Issued and be llmllud to such pre¬ 
mises. 

426. No person shull soil, or supply 
or offer or penult to bo sold or supp¬ 
lied lo any porsou registered as a 
Collector or Distributor or otborwlao 
under these regulations or to uuy 
person engaged in supplying of milk 
lor human ronsumptloii In fluid 
form any milk, whether Intended 
for human cousumpUon or not. with¬ 
out first obtaining n certificate of 
registration from tho I-ooal Health 
Bos d o: the heall.i U. l. .ct In which 
the said milk Is to be sold, offered 
for sale or supplied. Bald reitiflruto 
lmI* define lhe premises with le- 
■peel to which It la lasuml ami ho 
limited lo such promisee. 

126. No Initial cortlflcnte of rog 
latratlon shall In- Issued until in n- 
"portion has been made of tho app- 
llran: - * premises, herd and me Ii il 
of production, storing and handling. 

fan. No producer's certificate of 
registration shall bo Issued fo- pro¬ 
mises exeept where there exist, 
pruner fm llltlos for the cooling and 

■ ool storage of uiilk under clean and 
military conditions.
